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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 
This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on May 9, 2005. 
Claims 5, 7, and 1 1 have been cancelled. Claims 6, 8, 10, and 12-14 have amended. Claims 21- 
30 are newly added claims. Applicant's comments pertaining to the Schmidt's reference lacking 
the teaching of the chamber (106), when at rest, being fashion in a manner similar to that of 
Applicant's protrusions (28) are acknowledged. The claims, as amended, have been carefully 
considered and are deemed allowable.
